His 
strangely-spelt, fantastical works 
are not easy to read. - The 
language is at least as difficult, 
and perhaps even more so, fora 
modern Frenchman as the Eng- 
lish of Chaucer for a twenticth- 
century Englishman. 

Even {In modern paraphrase he 
Is heavy going; and those who 
ore’ tempted to read his works 
by his reputation os a “naughty” 
writer ore entirely disappolnted. 

Rabelais {s oscene at worst, 
hearty and vulgar at best, but 
He is never titilating, there Is 
nothing pornographic in his 
writing. In all. his outspoken- 
ness, there is on innocence and 
a total absence of sclf-consclous- 
ness which disarms all but the 
prudish. :

IN MONASTERY 


He was born near Chinon, in 
Touraine, possibly at la De- 
viniere, his father's country 
estate.

But the Franelscon Order, of 
which he was a member, con- 
sidercd the study of Greek 
dangerous and his books were 
confiscated. 

He obtained papal permission 
to transfer to the Benedictine 
Order, We later Ie the 
monastery to beome a_ lay 
brother, and studied at Paris 
University and probably In many 
others.

HE most brilliant hand played 
in the recent World Chum- 
pionship in New York, is shown 
today. The bidding was short, 
sharp, and shocking. The play 
was full of art and craftiness.

When West actually opened the 
ace of clubs, Nils-Olof Liltichook, 
playing the hand for Sweden, 
ruffed in gummy and led a smail 
trump to the uce.: He then 
easually led the jack of clubs 
from his hand. : 


West could have defeated the 
contract by covering with the 
Iking, of clubs, but © did not sec 
what the effect of this play would 
be. He actually played a low 
club, -and declarer discarded the 
king of diamonds from dummy, 
holding the trick with the jack 
of clubs,- :

AIRCRAFT MOVEMENTS. 


All this is the mezsure of the 
curtent expansion from which 
the developments in’ the foresee- 
able future cnn be gauged. It Is 
expected, tn fact that, scheduled.

past four years, will have 
doubled ngaln’ by 1060. 

The opening of Waterloo air 
terminal is one step being faken 
In meeting this prospect.

or é¢f he did know, he did- not 
know that he was doing wrong. 

“It ls my duty to tell you that 
fn order to establish a defence 
of insahity that burden of proof 
which the law places on the 
accused is not o8 high a degree 
of proof vs the prosecution hos 
to ostablish the facts on which 
it must rely. The degree Is no 
higher than that which is 
required by a plainlff or a 
defendant In a civil action, thut 
Ss to say,’ it Js a question of a 
preponderance of probabiiltics 
It must be established or dis- 
chneged by evidence satisfying 
you that there was a prob- 
ability, no further, of Insanity at 
the time the accused did the act 
with which he js charged,” ¢aid 
the Judge, Somes 

Referring to the MacNaughton 
Rules, Mr Justice Reece sald 
that they were the test used.in 
Courts for a long time and even 
today they were etill used ond 
studied in forensic medicine. 


_| These wero the principles which 


the Jury had to apply in the 
present case. Whether or not 
medical witnesses ogrecd with 
them: or not was beside. the 
punt; the jury were there to 
administer the, law as they 
found it. “You are the .sole 
judges of the question of 
whether or: not insanity was 
established,” the jury: were told. 

The quesilon before them 
was whether or not accused 


) wus responsible for his action at 


the time, Mr Justice Reece Uc- 
clared. . ' 
QUITE DISTINCT ° 

Turning to the question of 
drunkenness, he sali the 
defence of drunkenness and the 
defence of insanity were two 
quite distinct things in Jaw. If 
there was sufficient defective 
reason created as a result. of 
-self ~ indulgence or over - 
excessive drinking, then the 
person concerned becomes in- 
sane in the truc sense of the 
. word. However, he added, the 
law. was not concerned with 
the ‘cause of insanity. 


Drunkenness, he went on, was |° 


no excuse for a criminal offence 
indaw, The only way drunken- 
ness could enter into the picture 
was if tho person was so drunk 
that the was incapable of realls- 
ing what he Was doing. Then 
the plea of drunkenness was a 
defence for him. 

If lhe Jury found that 
drunkenness did play a part in 
the present case, they had to say 
‘hot the accused shot without: Ine 
‘tention, ‘ 

Turning to the defence of 
insanity, -His_ Lordship referred 
to the evidence of Dr Mouat, 
and recalled that the latter had 
testificd that when he examined 
the accused shortly after the 
{incldent he found no mental 
disorder at the time of the 
examination. wd 

FAMILY HISTORY 

As to the family history of the 
accused, the Judge said that, 
however interesting it may be, 
the problem before. the'Jury 
was this: to establish tho de 
fence of Insanity it must be 
proved that at the time of the 
commission of the act the ac~ 
cused was Jabouring under such 
a state of mind os to make him 
incapable of “knowing what he 
was doing. ‘ 

“You must not Iet any other 
matter confuse the issue,” His 
Lordship stressed.’ . 

As to the medical evidence 
that the accused might be a 
“border-line”’ case, ho told the 
Jury that they were, not there 
to speculate, and that they were 
not dealing with any bypothetical 
matter. They were concerned 
with whether the accused was
